(firſt above-yamed) I take my ſelf obliged ( in diſcharge of my Duty | 
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was with me this day, (being Saturday 6* June, 1674 )a Gent. of great Quality, 
for ſome of my Elixir, acquainting me, that he (dwelling in Kezt, asI take it) 
and baving taken ſome of Mr. #'itherd:n's Drink ) doth ( not without great 
cauſe ) repent he ever medled with itz and having taken a ſmall parcel thereof,

The ſaid Mr. W#itherden (in the 3. page of his Pamphlet) expreſles himſelf in

The ſaid Edward Wilt alſo, bath lately publiſhed a licencions Pamphlet, en- 
tituled, Elixir Triphera Solutirs, or the Famous Never-failing Cordial , Experi- 
enced ( as himſelf faith ) by many, fur cure of the Gout, Store, &c. and io goes 
on in an Apiſh Imitation of my, the ſaid Anthony Daffy's ſealed Books, taking the 
ſum/and ſubſtance of my ( long ſince publiſh'd ) Experiences, of my Elixirs 
Virtues, and Direttions alſo : And doth( for Jucres lake ) miſapply them to that 
his Never-failing ituff, endeavouring thereby (what in him lies) to bring con- 
tempt upon my F/rxir Salntis 3, and to foilt his own (tuff upon miſ-informed 
People, in liew of it 4 he faith his ſtuff is fold for 77 s. the half Pinte Bottle, 
ſealed up, but mentions nothing of the Coat of Arms, or Impreſſion of the ſeal 3 
It ſeems, he is void of fear of any mans changing, or ſophilticating it 3 but that 
matters not much.
